given him. For éighteen days this stupendous 
battle has been raging and roaring in Man- 
churia. For eighteen days the Japanese armies 
have been patiently and reléntlessly pushing 
forward to the consummation of a careful plan, 
for eighteen days the Russian forces have been 
obstinately contesting every inch\of hardyron 
ground with the dogged and obstinate cou- 
rage of men who do not recognise defeat. 
If Kuropatkin succeeds once more in ex- 
tricating any considerable part of his army 
and impedimenta from the battle now 
raging north of Tieling, the end will not 
have been attained, and the terrible sacrifice 
will not have secured the object for which 
so high a price has been paid. That even- 
tuality seems more and more improbable. ‘I'o 
all seeming this miust be the end of the 
campaiga, whether Kuropatkin eapitulates, 
or breaks through with a handtul, a remnant, 
of his once great and powerful army. But if he 
succeeds in pusting direct northwards from 
fieling, as he pushed on last week against 
terrific odds from Mukden to Tieling he will 
have accomplished a teat surpassing in skill 
any yet achieved by a beaten geueral. 

A telegram, despatched trom 'Tukio yester- 
day, annuunces that the Japanese occupied 
Siug-king on the 13th inst. Sing-king, 
like Fu-shun, is a small town witha wall 
a third of a mile long surrounding it 
Sing-king’s height above the sea is fourteen 
hundred feet, and this will afford an idea of 
the fall of the country towards Mukden. To 
reach Sing-king from the Yalu, as the new Ja- 
panese Army has done, the Chang-chung- 
ling, or Serpent Pass, eighteen miles to the 
south-west, has to be traversed, where 
the height is 2,300ft. above sea level, it 
being the highest point on the road from 
Sing-king to Liao-yang. On the north side 
of this pass rises the Shu-tsu (which 
joins the Hun-ho at Ying-pan), and ou the 
south side the ‘l'ai-tse-sho, ‘I'he dithculties 
attending the passage of an army through 
very hilly country are not few even under 
normal conditidus, and it will be easy to com- 
prehend that the hopes which the Russians 
entertain ot being able to conduct the strate- 
gic retirement of their lett successfully through 
such a region, with the Japanese close on 
heels and on both flanks as well,must be sl 
indeed. ‘The Japanese army which has occi 
Sing-king consists of more than six 
sions of territorial troops under Genoaa 
Kawamura, aud this magnificent force, 
which by this time may have reached Ying 
Pan will afford a further line of resistance’ 
to any attempt of the remnants of Linievitch’s 
army to retire on the Hast, assuming 
that army is still existing as a military 
entity, which is doubtful.

ASSOUAN DAM RAISING. 


SIR BENJAMIN BAKER’S REPORT. 
zg 


The following is the text of the report upon 
the raising of the Assouan dam addressed by 
Sir Benjamin Baker to Sir- William Garstin. li 
is dated Assouan, February 25 :— } 

I. — When inyited to express an opinion 
as to a design for raising the Assouan dam by 
building masonry on the top to a sufficient 
height to hold up six metres extra of water, I 
replied that I could only do so subject to per- 
sonal inspection of thedam, after its two 
yéurs’ working, and a conference with your 
engineers on the spot. Having now spent more 
than alfortnight on the works, and Somer 
the subject in all its bearings, I have arrive 
at the definite conclusion that still further 
experignce of the working of the dam is re- 


inw’the recent advances in science with regard 
ptrdbess on dams, the determination of 
which involve accurate data and very difficult 
mathematical investigations, would venture to 
‘tate with confidence how much the water 
might be raised in the reservoir, without un- 
duly reducing the necessarily large factor of 


2—In any event I could not have recom: 
mended ‘any’ raising of the dam until the 
protective works to the river bed below the 
dam, to be carried ont this year and next, 
and the modification ot some of the sluices to 
facilitate their working, had been completed 
and in successful operation: With this further 
experience in the working of the dam, and with 
the application of thé most recent methods of 
iathematical research to the problem of the 
dam, it will be possible in my opinion to advise 
you with confidence how much, if any, thé 
dam waysbe prudently raised, but for the next 
two years | recommend that the question be 
suspensled. 

3.—l'o give the whole of my reasons for 
this unhesitating recommendation wouldencum 
ber the present brief report with highly 
technical and difficult mathematical details, 
which may be better reserved for_a future 
communication. In the présent report I pro- 
pose to set forth very briefly, and in untechnical 


by me as the result of a close: study of the 
work every day during the past fortnight. 
4.—The first and most important conclusion 
is that, although at times cwing to the 
seduring away of unknown masses ot rock in the 
river bed below the dam, there was naturally 
some anxiety on the part of those responsible 
for the maintenance of the wérk, at no time 
was the structuge“in any danger whatever. 
This happy result was due to the large factor 
of safety insisted upon by the International 
Commission to provide against contingeucies 
which no engineer can pretend to foresee. All 
that an engineer can do is to ensure that the 
rock upon which he founds a dam is solid. He 
cannot, of course, say what fissures may exist 
in rock below that level and out of sight. At 
Assouan, two years’ working has scoured out 
rock in the river bed below the dam, and given 
much additional and valuable information, and 
on the basis of this new information, I am of 
opinion that a substantial apron must be made 
and maintained throughout the whole length 


trated to be a success’ before any further 
stresses should be put upon the rock founda- 
tion of the dam by ‘Yaising the level of water in 
the reservoir. 

5.—I have discussed the details of these 
protective works with your engineers, and as 
we are in accord on all points, it is unnecessary 
to deal with them'here. The only work apart

7.—Another conclusion I have come to as 
a result of my inspection is that the ques- 
tion of raising the dam depends, so far as 
calculations aré \concerned, upon thé appli- 
cation of what may be termed new methods 
of mathematicahinvestigation. It would appear 
that the stresses On the masonry of adam 
are more largely affectéd by the nature of 
the rock foundation, than was formerly sup- 
posed to be the case, and having regard to 
the character of the latter at Assouan, as 
newly indicated-by the scour which has 
occurred below the dam, I am, inclined. to 
think that a rigid application of the new 
methods may possibly preclude the raising 
of the same ra any appreciable extent.

| The first and most important site to visit in 
| ATHENS is, of course, the Acropolis—a rocky 
| platform upon which were built some of the 
| most famous buildings of classic times. Ascend- 
ing the great staircase, 70 ft. wide, and passing 
| through the Gateway built of marble from 
| Pentelicus the Parthenon is reached—dedicated 
\to. Patlas Athene by Pericles cir. 444 8.c., and 
{adorned with priceless sculptures, many of 
which are now in the’ British Museum. There 
is the Erechthejon with its celebrated Caryatides : 
jthe Theseion and the beautiful little Temple of 
the Wingless Victory. Close to the Acropolis 
| lies Mars Hill, celebrated as the site where St. 
| Paul preached tothe Athenians, and where the 
| Athenians held their public Court, On the Pnyx 
‘immediately behind they assembled their 
;meetings. On the south and south-east sides of 
the Acropolis are the beautiful columns of the 
Temple of JupiterOlympus and the triumphal 
arch ot Hadrian, the Temple of Asculapius and 
the two ancient theatres—the Odenm, and the 
Theatre of Dionysus which is well preserved, 
These are but a few of the interesting buildings 
ot ancient Athens. 

If possible tourists should arrange to be in 
Athens for the Orthodox Easter in order to 
witness the Good Friday and Easter Eve 
ceremonies, and to be present at the dancing 
on the Easter Tuesday festival held at Megara, 
for which a special train is run from Athens. 

A charming trip can be made to Corinth by 
train (3 hours) through lov ‘ly scenery, and on 
to Mycenae, where can be seen the celebrated 
Tomb of Atreus and the Gate of Lions at the 
entrance to Agamemnon’s Palace. From here it 
is quite possible to drive vid Argos to Nauplia 
in the day. This is an interesting town, and 
the surrounding scenery is lovely. A pleagant 
afternoon’s drive can be made to Tiryxs with 
its Cyclopwan masonry, and to Argos with fine
